22—The Russian 
delegate to the world di*srmament 
conference, M. Ventsoff, asserted 
today that private arm* factories 
were the only enterprises realising 
a profit during the economic de­ 
pression.

The bonds, Intended to attraot small in­ 
vestors, will not pay Interest. 
Instead they 
will be sold at a discount which takes the 
place of Interest. 
Thus, a HOO bond can 
be purchased for $76. 


The discount Is arranged to equal 1.1 
percent interest compounded poml-annually 
lf th* bonds ars held till m aturity at th* 
end of IO years. 
The bonds can be re­ 
deemed at purchase price any time after 
*0 days of issue, hut only that same price 
will be paid within 365 days. 
At the end of a year, however, the re* 
turn to equal to I I t percenL 
Thus, in ef­ 
fect, the treasury will be borrowing money 
at I 1-1 percent for one veer, at 3.9 per­ 
cent for IO years and at intervening rates 
for periods between one year and IO years. 
An interesting thing about th* bonds Is 
their nature as instrum ents of credit defla­ 
tion. 
Buyers presumably will draw upon 
bank deposits for purchase of the bonds. 
Hence, bank reearves will decrease, and tbs 
credit Inflation 
possibilities of a $3,000,- 
000,000 reserve will decrease with them. 
At the sam e Urns, since bouk reserves 
thrsaten 
dangerous credit inflation, 
tbs 
bonds can be described as a possible means 
of averting an uncontrollable expansion of 
credit. 
Their 
financial 
purpose, 
to get 
funds for th* government, is plain. 
They 
also can ba employed to control credit In­ 
flation. 
A third use ta seen In the possi­ 
bility that buyers of the bonds win be more 
Insistent on termination of swollen expen­ 
ditures.

Knowing this, they are, of course, 
glad to deal with the problem in a 
whole-hearted and intelligent man­ 
ner. 
It is their duty to see that the 
child is properly fed and clothed. 
He must be trained to understand 
and practice right habits of living. 
It is the period of character forma­ 
tion, too, and tile spiritual values 
must not be overlooked. 
The mind of a newborn baby is 
like an unexposed film. Beginning 
with the very first days of a child’s 
life, the mind records Impressions 
received through the Hve senses. 
During these formative years, par­ 
ents have a wonderful chance to 


provide the right impressions. This 
is the period to instruct correct 
habits of living. 
This early home 
training will 
have lasting results in the child's 
mental and emotional life. It will 
stand him in good stead through all 
the trials and activities 
of later 
life. 
Child psychology has taught us 
many things. The understanding of 
a child, his mental development, his 
moral and spiritual training, his be­ 
havior. his health—these are mat­ 
ters about which we know more to­ 
day than ever before. 
Your baby's health is of first im­ 
portance. Methods of bringing up 
babies have improved in the past 
generation. 
The child who does not thrive 
well should receive Individual rare 
and training. 
No hard 
and fast 
general rules can be laid down for 
use in every case. 
Every mother 
should give her 
child the benefit 
of the 
wider 
knowledge relating to child care 
which is accessible now as never 
before. If children appear to need 
special attention, the advice of the 
doctor should be asked. No mother 
should hesitate to get that advice 


and the treatment necessary for 
her child's welfare. 
Living condition* in every com­ 
munity are Improving slowly but 
surely. Everyone must help in mak­ 
ing the world better. 
The water 
supply, milk supply, housing con­ 
ditions. cleanliness of the streets 
and atmosphere, playgrounds, park 
systems. Industrial conditions, hos­ 
pital facilities, wages of the bread­ 
winners, availability of medical 
and nursing care—all these must 
be made safe and aure. They must 
he looked after for the sake of the 
children and of the community. 
The quality of citizenship may he 
measured by what happens to the 
babies and children. The lowered 
death rate in almost every city ta 
sn indication of progress in civil­ 
isation. The world Is surely grow­ 
ing better and each of us must help 
In making it so.

Is supposed to 
have had Its origin In Ireland In 
1782, although there were “hunting 
matches'* run cross country in Eng­ 
land In Stuart times. 
Th* first 
steeplechases were 
nothing but wild affairs, 
helter­ 
skelter across country from a start­ 
ing point In a lane or at an Inn to 
the steeple of a distant 
church. 
Over fences, plowed land and mead­ 
ows, brooks, hedges, fallen tress 
and sunken roads, horses and man 
raced madly for th* honor of be­ 
ing drat to th* church. 
Th* first Grand 
National 
was 
about Uh* that 
Spectator* rode 
their own mounts across country, 
Rom at Im es inter faring 
with 
th* 
race and often holding minatur* 
steeplechases on their own account 
Man and bors** scampered every­ 
where In confusion. 
An early rule indicated th* loose 
character of th* rec*: "No rider 
may open a gats or rids through a 
gateway, or more than IOO yards 
along any road, footpath or drift­ 
way." Thera was a wide choice of 
rout* over the same general clr 
cult. A fane* or badge might ha 
taken at any point within a hund­ 
red yards or more. 
Danger la Kv*r-pr*s*nt 
Year by year the course was nar­ 
rowed to 80 yards or so and th* 
jumps more definitely established. 
Today the layout at Aintrea, Eng­ 
land, Is spick and span, railed sad 
fenced Uke a park, the badges at 
th* jumps carefully built to th* re­ 
quired height each year. 
The course where the Grand Na­ 
tional steeplechase Is run. consists 
of two circuits with 
cover four 
miles 861 yards with ll jumps, ail 
hut two of which ar* taken twice. 
For th* dash to the finish line taro 
of th* most dangerous and spec­ 
tacular leaps ar* eliminated on the 
second swing around. 
Cruelty to horses and riders has 
been charged against the Grand Na­ 
tional for almost every race pro­ 
duce* casualties. BUU It goes right 
on gaining In popularity. Perhaps 
the ever-praeent element of dan 
ger catch** the popular fancy. 
The English steeplechase class­ 
ic’s toll of hors** destroyed, num- 
bare 3ft since the race began. 
In 1938 a Jockey was killed on 
th* Aintrea course, but not In th* 
Grand National. This wet th* drat 
human fatality at Alntrae since 
Jockey Jams* Wynne was killed in 


th* Grand National of thirty-one 
year* ago. 
Favorite Tots* 175 Psunds 
In this year s renewal 
of 
the 
Grand National Golden Millar la the 
favorite and will carry 178 pounds, 
five more than ha shouldered In 
winning the 
classic 
in 
record­ 
breaking time last year. 
Golden Miller Is owned by Miss 
Dorothy Paget, a cousin of John H. 
(Jock) Whitney. Whitney a own 
double entry In th* Grand National, 
Tomond 2nd and Rgyal 
Ransom, 
adds considerable Interest to the 
event because of th* intense sport­ 
ing rivalry existing between the 
two cousins. 
The only American brad horse 
ever to win th* Grand National was 
Rubio. Sired In California, Rubio 
was sold across the Atlantic aa a 
two-year-old 
Used mainly as a 
bunter ha did rec* In an occasional 
steeplechase event 
In 
between 
times he puUed a humble bus to 
and from the station. Rubio proved 
ha had never lost th* knack of 
jumping whan ha stunned the race­ 
goers at Aintrea by winning the 
classic in 1908. 
Troublemaker, another American 
bred horsey owned by Mr*. T. H 
Somerville, managed to complete 
th* 
treacherous course In 
last 
year’s Grand National but finished 
far down the list.

"The plane carried 12 passengers 
and two pilots,” he said, “and each 
person and his baggage was weigh­ 
ed before embarking. An 
extra 
charge wag made for excess bag­ 
gage. Noah Berry, moving picture 
actor, entered the plane just ahead 
of me, and he was charged $12 for 
nine pounds excess baggage. 
"Chewing gum. postal cards and 
other articles were distributed to 
the passengers by the co-pllot after 
the take-off. As we soared up over 
the Los Angeles valley, the sun 
was shining and the orange groves 
spread out below in a beautiful 
panorama not unlike a giant map. 
We soon passed into the

We rose 
to 13.000 feet to escape the storm 
and set down at W ichita. Has., at I 
a. rn. After refueling, we took off 
again and for a w hile the lights of 
four or five surrounding cities were 
visible In the darkness.

"At 3 a. rn. we reached Kansas 
City and because of adverse weath­ 
er conditions, stayed all night in a 
hotel at the compauy’s expense. 
Every effort was made to guard the 
safety of the passengers. In

early morning hours the Mississippi 
river was visible and a little later 
Indianapolis. We 
took 
on 
more 
gasoline there and then headed for 
Pittsburgh. 
“In the vicinity

around the plane, and it was only 
after floundering around for some 
time that the pilot was 
able 
to 
make a landing. Increasing density 
prevented the trip to Pittsburgh. 
"Prior to leaving Los Angeles. I 
talk? I with Wiley Post, who is pre­ 
paring for a eoast-to-coast (light at 
an elevation of 40.000 
feet.

plane is being equipped with spe­ 
cial attachm ents and he will wear 
an improvised helm et and suit to
